The subject matter of all of claims 1 - 11 is thus 
novel over the cited documents. 

Inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) 

Like the present application^ D3 is concerned with 
the dyeing of polyamides (page 1, first paragraph 
and page 3^ second paragraph) . D3 can therefore 
be considered the closest prior art. 

The problem mentioned in the application is that 
of preparing polyamides with an increased dyeing 
speed. The examples (example 2 and comparative 
example 2) show that the problem is solved by the 
claimed polyamides. 

D3 neither discloses the claimed polyamide nor 
suggests that the polyamide results in better 
dyeing behaviour. This is also not shown in 
documents Dl and D2 . Inventive step can therefore 
be acknowledged in relation to D3, when taken both 
alone and in combination with Dl or D2 . 
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
